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To  tho  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  of  Maltby  Urban  District  Council 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health  Services 
of  Maltby  Urban  District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1959* 

In  this  report  it  is  almost  impossible  to  make  a  cl  ea  r  distinction  between 
the  services  of  the  Urban  District  Council  and  those  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council. 

Chiropody 

The  Chiropody  Service  which  brings  benefit  to  aged  persons,  expectant 
mothers  and  the  physically  handicapped,  is  a  joint  service  in  which  a  local 
voluntary  committee  arranges  treatment  and  the  County  Council  pays  the  costs. 

This  service  is  well  established  and  very  successful. 

Training  Centre 

The  new  Training  Centre  for  the  mentally  handicapped  is  in  the  course  of 
erection  on  land  surrendered  by  the  Urban  District  Council  from  the  Cliff  Hills 
housing  estate.  It  will  accommodate  seventy  persons  of  both  sexes. 

Day  School  for  Educationally  Subnormal  Children 

The  County  Council  proposals  for  a  new  Day  E.S.N.  School  are  being 
encouraged  by  the  Urban  District  Council  by  the  offer  of  a  site  in  Maltby. 

School  Dentistry 

The  modern  Maltby  Dental  Clinic  which  has  suffered  from  chronic  staffing 
troubles  since  its  post-war  opening,  has  prospects  of  settling  down  to  a  useful 
existence  through  Urban  District  Council  assistance  in  providing  a  house  for  the 
dentist. 

Relaxation  Class 

One  of  the  local  clinic  successes  is  the  relaxation  class  at  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic,  which  enjoys  attendances  unexcelled  by  any  area  of  a  similar  size  to  Maltby. 

Sanitation 

The  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  town  have  been  brought  to  a  high  level, 
with  public  water  supplies  and  sewerage  connected  to  a  high  proportion  of  houses, 
with  the  modernisation  of  terrace  houses  so  that  baths,  hot  water  supplies  and 
pantries  are  provided  and  with  the  demolition  of  worn  out  old  houses  so  that  only 
a  handful  now  remain.  There  are  still  many  improvements  possible  in  the  living 
conditions  of  the  population,  but  there  are  none  which  exist  because  of  the 
negligence  of  the  Council  or  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 


Population 

The  population  in  Maltby  climbs  steadily  each  year,  keeping  pace  with 
the  building  of  new  houses  by  the  Council,  by  private  owners  and  the  National 
Coal  Board.  These  new  houses  bring  young  adults  into  the  district  and  result 
in  a  high  number  of  births. 

Survival  of  Infants 

This  shows  an  erratic  but  definite  improvement  over  the  years.  Better 
infant  survival  is  an  indication  that  the  standard  of  living  is  rising  among 
infants  as  well  as  in  adults. 

Still-'urths 

The  local  rate  is  very  satisfactory  and  comes  close  to  the  national  rate 
which  .is  one  of  the  lowest  ever  recorded. 

Maternal  heaths 

It  is  always  a  great  happiness  to  report  that  no  mother  lost  her  life  in 
childbirth  and  it  is  possible  to  do  so  for  still  another  year. 

Expectation  of  Life 

The  proportion  of  people  over  6 5  years  of  age  rises  steadily  and  has  now 
reached  the  level  of  118  per  1,000  population. 

Mortality 

The  maxim  that  a  man  is  as  old  as  his  arteries  is  supported  by  the  fact 
that  half  the  deaths  are  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  vascular  system. 

One-sixth  of  the  deaths  are  due  to  cancer.  The  increase  in  cancer  of 
the  lung  is  not  so  marked  for  the  last  two  years. 

A  typically  British  malady,  chronic  bronchitis,  is  the  most  frequent 
reason  for  visits  to  the  doctor,  but  it  is  only  responsible  for  five  per  cent 
deaths. 

Diphtheria 

No  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred  in  the  district  for  over  ten  years,  but 
it  is  doubtful  whether  the  forty  per  cent  of  children  vaccinated  is  high  enough 
for  safety  and,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  immunisations 
are  being  increased. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Cases  of  scarlet  fever  fluctuate  from  year  to  year  and  we  are  experiencing 
an  increase  in  incidence  at  the  present  time.  With  the  mildness  of  the  disease 
most  children  are  fit  within  a  week  and  back  at  school  after  a  fortnight. 

Measles 

Measles  is  also  mild  and  mainly  affects  children  under  five  years  of  age. 
Whooping  cough 

Helped  by  the  vaccination  of  pre-school  children,  deaths  from  whooping 
cough  are  less  frequent. 


Poliomyelitis 

The  intensive  vaccination  campaign  against  polio. ,  with  seventy-five  per 
cent  of  the  population  under  fifteen  years  immunised,  may  or  may  not  he  the 
reason  for  the  absence  of  polio,  from  the  district  for  a  whole  year.  The 
experience  of  future  years  will  supply  the  true  answer. 

Dysentery 

Some  dysentery  is  prevalent  in  the  West  Riding  and  is  liable  to  appear  in 
the  Infant  Schools  in  sharp  epidemics  in  the  late  autumn,  disappearing  during 
the  Easter  holidays.  There  is  no  doubt  that  there  is  a  high  carrier  rate 
between  outbreaks.  The  disease  is  spread  by  infected  hands  and  it  is  easy  to 
understand  the  difficulties  of  inducing  young  children  to  keep  their  hands 
clean  and  away  from  their  mouths.  A  high  standard  of  cleanliness  in  school 
conveniences,  pull  chains  and  door  knobs,  hot  water  on  wash-basins,  washing  of 
hands  and  the  provision  of  individual  paper  towels  are  the  chief  aids  to  check 
infection. 

Food  Poisoning 

It  is  encouraging  to  report  that  one  of  the  warmest  summers  of  the  century 
passed  without  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
standard  of  cleanliness  in  food  is  rising.  Milk  and  ice-cream  are  no  longer 
a  menace  and  meat  dishes  in  restaurants,  canteens  and  schools  are  handled  with 
greater  care. 

Venereal  Diseases 

Reports  of  an  increase  in  gonorrhoea  and  syphilis,  particularly  among 
teenagers,  do  not  apply  in  this  district.  Special  treatment  clinics  and 
family  doctors  state  that  there  is  no  local  increase  in  cases. 

Tuberculosis 

Tuberculosis  is  less  prevalent  and  less  fatal.  The  happiest  feature  in 
the  disease  is  the  reduction  in  cases  among  young  people.  The  most  stubborn 

group  of  cases  is  that  of  elderly  men,  most  of  whom  acquire  the  disease  in  their 
youth  and  break  down  in  health  around  retiral  age.  Special  efforts  are 
required  to  persuade  old  age  pensioners  to  attend  Mass  Radiography  sessions 
arranged  for  the  coming  year. 

Respiratory  Disease 

Chest  diseases  are  closely  associated  with  a  cold,  wet,  dirty  atmosphere 
but  a  clean  air  campaign  naturally  meets  with  the  deepest  suspicion  in  an  area 
where  coal-mining  is  the  main  industry  and  where  proposals  are  made  which  may 
reduce  the  use  of  coal.  The  Clean  Air  campaign  might  be  more  successful  if 
the  other  means  of  domestic  heating  were  smokeless  fuel,  gas  and  electricity 
produced  from  coal.  Unfortunately  the  new  gas  producing  plant  in  an  adjoining 
district  utilises  oil  and  it  is  well-known  that  certain  power  stations  are  also 
using  oil.  To  make  matters  worse,  no  satisfactory  agreement  has  been  reached 


Respiratory  Disease  (Continued) 

"botween  the  National  Coal  Board  and  the  miners  regarding  compensation  for  the 
loss  of  concessionary  coal. 

The  problem  is  by  no  means  hopeless. 

Child  Neglect 

The  parents  of  neglected  children  are  frequently  of  poor  mentality  and 
quite  unable  to  cope  with  the  la.rge  numbers  in  their  families,  with  the  weekly 
budget,  marriage  tangles  in  which  they  are  singularly  prone  to  become  involved 
and  all  the  other  problems  which  arise  in  the  disciplined  life  of  an  urban 
community. 

The  remedy  for  child  neglect  is  not  simply  to  send  the  parents  to  prison. 

In  fact,  this  frequently  does  more  harm  than  good. 

Fortunately,  neglected  children  nowadays  have  good  nutrition  and  reasonable 
clothing  in  spite  of  the  irregular,  dirty  lives  they  lead. 

National  Assistance  allowances,  school  meals,  free  milk  and  other  social 
benefits  provide  the  main  essentials  for  their  well-being. 

A  special  local  Committee  co-ordinates  the  efforts  of  Welfare  Workers  in 
charge  of  social  benefits  and  the  Committee  is  of  considerable  help  to  families 
unable  to  fend  for  themselves. 

Child  Guidance 

The  problems  of  the  maladjusted  and  emotionally  disturbed  child  are  now 
dealt  v/ith  at  a  Child  Guidance  Clinic  conducted  by  Dr.  P.  J.  Crowley. 

Mental  Health 

A  silent  revolution  is  taking  place  in  the  treatment  of  mental  illness. 
Mental  disorder  is  now  being  regarded  as  an  illness  and  the  mentally  disordered 
are  being  treated  as  sick  people.  There  is  also  an  important  shift  in  emphasis 
from  hospital  to  community  care.  This  necessitates  closer  co-operation  each 
year  between  mental  hospitals  staffs  and  the  mental  health  social  workers  of  the 
local  authorities.  Locally,  this  co-operation  is  excellent. 

District  Midwifery 

The  service  to  mothers  in  their  confinements  is  better  than  ever. 

Additional  staff  are  working  in  the  district. 

District  Nursing 

The  demand  for  nursing  attendance  from  sick  people  in  their  homes  has 
reached  a  point  which  no  pre-war  Nursing  Association  would  have  thought  possible. 
Home  Helps 

Extra  Homo  Helps  arc  working  in  Maltby  Urban  District  this  year  and  special 
attention  is  being  given  to  the  needs  of  maternal  cases. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  comment  upon  the  unfailing  support  of  the 
Council  for  every  proposal  put  forward  to  benefit  the  public  health.

Where  employment  has  been  involved,  my  Social  Worker  has  prevailed 
upon  the  Employment  Officers  concerned  to  show  extra  understanding  of  the 
patients'  needs  and  co-operation  has  been  elicited  from  employers.  The 
patients  have  been  helped  and  encouraged  to  respond  to  these  efforts. 


Domestic  difficulties  are  most  prevalent  and  my  Social  Worker  has 
encouraged  family  conferences  and  co-operation  to  produce  sympathy  and 
understanding  of  all  aspects.  Visits  have  been  made  to  individual  members 
of  the  household  in  efforts  to  obtain  the  true  circumstances  and  probable 
cause  of  the  patient's  illness  or  obstruction  to  recovery  and  relief. 


The  patients  are  encouraged  to  take  an  interest  in  life  outside  their 
own  homes. 

Occupation  Centre 

Good  work  was  done  under  great  difficulties  in  the  temporary  centre  at 
Maltby,  the  staff  being  buoyed  up  with  the  knowledge  that  the  distractions 
and  inconveniences  due  to  three  classes  sharing  a  Church  Hall  would  end  when 
the  building  of  the  new  occupation  centre  was  finished  in  i960. 

Opeh.Days  for  parents  were  held  in  May  and  December,  at  which  the  pupils 
gave  short  plays. 

Nine  children  made  weekly  visits  to  Maltby  Council's  Open-Air  Swimming 
Baths. 


Social  functions  included  a  seaside  trip  to  Mablethorpe  in  Juno  and  a 
Christmas  Party  given  by  the  Maltby  Youth  Club  in  December.

Despite  the  care  taken  by  all  branches  of  milk  industry  to  ensure  the  marketing 
of  a  safe  product,  I  am  often  dismayed  by  the  lack  of  co-operation  by  some 
householders  in  their  treatment  of  the  bottles.  On  many  occasions  I  have  seen 
accumulations  of  unrinsed  bottles  in  houses  -  obviously  an  encumbrance,  yet  not 
put  out  for  collection.  Then  again,  one  finds  this  handy  receptacle  used  for  a 
variety  of  purposes  before  its  ultimate  return  to  the  dairy  -  the  contaminants 
ranging  from  paraffin  to  home-perm  solutions. 

With  modern  dairy  produce,  exceptionally  few  ’dirty  bottles’  escape  through 
the  mechanical  cleaning  and  visual  scrutiny^  but  those  few  can  often  be  a  source 
of  trouble  and  concern.  Yet  a  little  care  and  forethought  on  the  part  of  the 
householder  could  minimise  this  -  rinse  the  bottle  after  emptying  and  ensure  its 
prompt  return  to  the  dairyman,  and  above  all  refrain  from  using  it  for  some  purpose 
other  than  which  it  was  intended.  Surely  not  a  harsh  request  but  a  practical 
one!  Although  making  this  request,  I  appreciate  that  blame  occasionally  falls 
on  the  retailer  for  not  picking  up  bottles  which  have  been  put  out  $  and  it  behoves 
every  retailer  to  play  his  part  in  the  task  of  bottle  reclamation. 

Whilst  not  wishing  to  enter  into  the  pro’s  and  cons  of  the  matter,  I  cannot 
but  feel  that  the  real  solution  lies  in  the  use  of  an  expendable  carton.  I 
appreciate  that  the  idea  is  fraught  with  certain  difficulties,  but  I  firmly 
believe  that  the  very  real  advantages  make  it  a  worthwhile  proposition  to  both 
industry  and  consumer.

FOOD  HYGIENE 


During  the  year  it  was  pleasing  to  note  that  several  food  shops  were 
improved  -  some  following  representation  from  my  Department.  On  the  whole, 

I  find  that  food  traders  now  realise  the  need  for  more  attractive  and  hygienic 
methods  as  a  means  of  attracting  custom  in  what  is  now  a  very  competitive 
market.  Thanks  to  local  and  national  publicity  the  modern  housewife  is 
becoming  ’choosey’  and  her  reluctance  to  accept  nothing  but  the  best  in  both 
product  and  service  is  having  a  marked  effect  on  traders’  standards  generally. 
Furthermore,  she  can  render  valuable  assistance  to  officials  by  reporting 
any  malpractices  to  us.  After  all,  despite  regular  visits  on  our  part,  we 
cannot  be  in  all  places  at  once. 

As  I  have  stressed  on  previous  occasions,  food  hygiene  is  essentially  a 
question  of  team-work  and  every  public-spirited  housewife  can  and  should  play 
an  important  role  in  the  achievement  of  the  best  possible  results. 
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FOOD  HYGIENE  (Continued) 


Although  the  site  of  the  old  fire  station  was  cleared,  the  proposed 
development  of  the  market  did  not  materialise  —  a  cause  for  disappointment 
by  the  Members  and  Officers  alike,  especially  in  view  of  the  proposals  submitted 
and  the  protracted  negotiations  carried  out.  Stall— holders  conscientiously 

strive  to  maintain  the  necessary  standards  in  the  accommodation  available,  and, 
like  ourselves,  await  the  provision  of  more  desirable  structures.  With  the 
continued  improvement  of  food  shops,  the  market  site  becomes  even  more  undesirable 
from  both  aesthetic  and  practical  standpoints.

In  the  main,  the  owners  and  agents  of  local  properties  have  been  co-operative 
on  the  question  of  repairs,  but  an  increasing  amount  of  time  is  being  spent  in 
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HOUSING  STATISTICS  (Continued) 


contacting  the  many  builders  and  contractors  called  in  to  undertake  the  work. 

The  resultant  delay  causes  annoyance  to  the  aggrieved  tenant  and  frustration  to 
the  officer  who  repeatedly  calls  in  vain  to  ’chock  up’  and  has,  with  the  backing 
of  the  owner  or  agent,  to  use  his  persuasive  powers  on  the  contractor  to  give 
some  priority  to  tho  repairs.  Nor  does  the  officer’s  trouble  cease  when  the 
repairs  are  commenced,  for  after  he  finds  that,  like  old  soldiers,  the  workmen 
have  ’faded  away’ ,  leaving  the  work  undone 5  then  the  ’hunt  is  on’  again. 

The  isolated  case  of  Rent  Act  procedure  appears  to  emphasize  tho  fact  that, 
generally  speaking,  tenants  are  finding  landlords  more  willing  to  carry  out 
repairs  on  request.  Furthermore,  even  if  approaches  have  to  be  made  to  the 
Department,  it  is  often  found  that  an  informal  letter  is  sufficient  to  secure 
completion  of  the  work. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


Once  again  the  regular  weekly  service  was  maintained,  despite  occasional 
setbacks  through  extreme  weather  conditions,  vehicle  breakdowns  and  manpower 
troubles.  In  coping  with  the  two  latter  problems  I  would  add  that  I  was 
most  grateful  to  the  Surveyor’ s  Department  for  their  co-operation  in  making 
vehicles  and  manpower  available  when  necessary. 

On  tho  whole,  residents  have  taken  advantage  of  the  Council’s  offer  to 
remove  free  of  charge  any  bulky  household  rubbish,  but  is  is  disconcerting  to 
find  that  there  are  still  those  thoughtless  individuals  who  prefer  to 
surreptitiously  convoy  such  rubbish  to  the  nearest  open  space  and  thereby 
create  an  eyesore.  Such  people  are  a  menace  to  society,  and  oh,  so  hard  to 
trace! 

Despite  a  weekly  service,  I  am  still  surprised  to  find  ’ovorspill’  in 
many  houses.  I  appreciate  that  refuse  is  increasing  in  bulk  rather  than 
weight,  due  to  the  vast  increase  in  expendable  food  and  other  commodity 
containers,  but  I  do  feel  that  the  standard  bin  is  capable  of  holding  a  week’s 
average  household  refuse.  Many  times  I  have  seen  large  un-flattened  cartons 
taking  up  a  third  or  more  of  tho  bin  capacity  and  an  'overspill'  of  smaller 
rubbish  beside  the  bin§  wiser  use  of  the  bin  could  have  prevented  this. 
’Overspill'  is  unsightly,  retards  the  rate  of  collection,  and  sometimes  may 
cause  unnecessary  friction  between  householder  and  collector,  and  I  appeal 
to  the  good  sense  of  householders  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  eliminate  this 
problem. 

May  I  also  request  householders  to  refrain  from  depositing  wot  matter  in 
dustbins,  as,  in  time,  this  causes  refuse  to  adhere  to  the  bin  sides  in  such 
a  manner  that  only  'bumping'  of  the  bin  will  dislodge  it.  Not  unnaturally, 
this  additional  treatment  ultimately  affects  the  shape  of  the  bins,  so  that 
lids  will  not  fit  properly.  Furthermore,  tho  life  of  the  bin  is  very  much 
reduced.  The  dustbin  is  not  a  thing  of  beauty,  but,  in  the  interests  of  health 
and  hygiene  it  should  not  be  misused. 

Refuse  disposal  once  again  brought  the  usual  crop  of  headaches,  largely  as  a 
result  of  the  high  percentage  of  combustible  matter  and  tho  low  ash  content  of 
the  refuse.  Nevertheless,  thanks  to  occasional  use  of  the  Ferguson  tractor, 
fire  nuisance  was  kept  to  a  minimum,  and  liberal  use  of  tip  dressing  and 
periodic  treatments  by  tho  rodent  operator  virtually  eliminated  vermin  nuisance. 

During  the  calendar  year  under  review,  salvage  operations  were  only 
carried  out  on  a  small  scale,  and  the  yield  wass-
